I showed that the launchers and guidance equip - 
ment at the Campo Florido cruise missile installation 
near Havana had been removed.

USSR: There continues to be considerable con- 
fusion over the reasons for party secretary Frol 
Kozlov's absence from public functions in Moscow. 

On 29 April, the Yugoslav ambassador to the USSR 
told the British ambassador that Kozlov was "sick" 
without specifying the nature of the illness. The fol- 
lowing day he told t he Swedish ambassador that Kozlov 
was on "vacation." 
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* Ceylon : Three leftist opposition parties, repre- 
senting Trotskyite and orthodox Communist elements 
in Ceylon, reportedly have agreed to form a united 
front. Their May Day announcement indicated that 
a common program is yet to be worked out, suggest- 
ing that the parties have achieved unity in name only. 
Similar ventures have been frustrated in the past by 
the leftist s’ bitter personal rivalries and policy dif- 
ferences. 


* Cuba : May Day in Havana featured what was de- 

scribed as the largest workers’ parade in Cuban his- 
tory. The main theme in Havana as well as in cities 
throughout the country, however, was a sober exhor- 
tation to increase production; Deputy Premier Raul 
Castro devoted more than half his address to the sub- 
ject. He urged redoubled efforts to harvest the re- 
maining sugar cane but conceded that even if it is all 
cut before the rains begin, Cuba w ill be unable to meet 
its export commitments this year. 
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
